Just days after the Hope Blooms 
group won big on CBC’s Drag¬ 
ons’ Den, thousands of emails 
have poured in from across 
the countiy offering support, a 
book deal, and help to build a 
new greenhouse. 

Jessie Jollymore, dietician 
and Hope Blooms lead, said on 
Friday evening that the group 
had received about 4,000 
emails since the episode aired 
Wednesday. 

“It’s just crazy,” Jollymore 
said, adding with a laugh that 
Hope Blooms “out-tweeted” 
Rob Ford references on Twit¬ 
ter Wednesday night. 

The kids of Hope Blooms 
grow fruits and vegetables in

“(It’s) overwhelming 
trying to go through 
everything.” 

Jessie Jollymore, dietician and 
Hope Blooms lead 


a large garden and greenhouse 
in the north end for commun¬ 
ity dinners, soup programs 
and salad dressings. A portion 
of the proceeds from the dress¬ 
ings go towards a scholarship 
fund. 

Jollymore said after the 
kids pitched their dressing 
business to the dragons and 
won $40,000 to build a new 
greenhouse and amp up pro¬ 
duction, emails came rolling 
in across Canada from people 
wanting to start up a Hope 
Blooms chapter in their town. 

They’ve heard from a kids 
book company in Ontario who 
want to know if they’re inter¬ 
ested in writing a stoiy about 
Hope Blooms, and another 
company who wants to make 


an animated short documen- 
taiy about the group. 

Three “big offers” have 
come in from people wanting 
to help build the new green¬ 
house, Jollymore said, and 
someone else wants to build 
them a “new production site” 
for their dressings. 

“We’re just trying to man¬ 
age it all because this is a vol¬ 
unteer thing for all of us, so 
we don’t have any staff to help 
manage this,” Jollymore said. 

But hope might be on the 
way, since Jollymore said a 
group of master’s business 
students from Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity want to meet and vol¬ 
unteer their help. 

The new greenhouse will 
be up by March, Jollymore 
said, since they need to start 
growing herbs as soon as pos¬ 
sible to keep up with dressing 
demand. 

“We’re trying to make a 
point to send eveiybody just 
a small little response,” Jolly¬ 
more said. “In the next few 
weeks we’ll probably look at 
eveiything.” 



Halifax ‘on the cutting edge’ as a Google eTown 



After Halifax was named as 
one of the strongest online 
business communities in 
Canada last week, Google 
presented Mayor Mike Savage 
with an eTown Award. 

Savage accepted the 
colourful glass award outside 
of kitchenware store Cucina 
Moderna on Dresden Row, 
which was also being hon¬ 
oured as an example of a tech- 
sawy local store. 

“It’s an exciting thing, and 
it’s where Halifax wants to be, 
on the cutting edge of how 
commerce is done ... showing 
creativity and innovation,” 


Savage said after the event 
Friday. 

Sophie Chesters, Google’s 
national marketing manager, 
said Halifax was chosen as an 
online leader in the Atlantic 
region on Tuesday after they 
looked at data found by IPSOS 
researchers and saw that local 
shops were using online tools 
to grow. 

The research looked at cit¬ 
ies and towns of all sizes, and 
analyzed how likely their busi¬ 
nesses were to have a website, 
blog, online products, use so¬ 
cial media, and be compatible 
with mobile devices.

David said his store offers 
a lot of stock online, and uses 
tools like “ask an expert” to 
grab attention. For example, 
he said if someone asks a 
question about the difference 
between two blenders, his 
employees could email back a 
video demonstration.

Man faces charges 
after gay images 
found on laptop 

A British man faces a court 
hearing in Uganda on 
Monday following the pub¬ 
lication of images from his 
stolen laptop of him having 
sex with another man. 

Bernard Randall, 65, faces 
charges of trafficking ob¬ 
scene material. Randall has 
called the charges, which 
carry a prison sentence of up 
to two years, “nonsensical.” 
Also charged is Ugandan 


Albert Cheptoyelc, who faces 
charges of committing an act 
of gross indecency and up to 
seven years in prison. 

Randall’s laptop com¬ 
puter was stolen from his 
home and then photos on 
the computer were sent to a 
Ugandan newspaper, which 
published them. That led to 
the charges being pressed 
against him and Cheptoyelc. 

Uganda has harsh anti¬ 
gay laws and the country 
received international 
attention after a lawmaker 
proposed a bill that would 
mandate the death penalty 
for some gay acts.

Man at centre of 
Munich art trove 
‘loved’ his pictures 

The recluse German col¬ 
lector who kept a priceless 
trove of art — possibly 
including works stolen by 
the Nazis — hidden for half 
a centuiy says he did so be¬ 
cause he “loved” them and 
says he wants them back. 

Cornelius Gurlitt told 
German magazine Der 
Spiegel in an interview 
published Sunday that 
he wanted to protect the 


collection built up by his 
late father Hildebrand, an 
art dealer commissioned 
by the Nazis to sell works 
that Adolf Hitler’s regime 
wanted to get rid of. 

Bavarian authorities 
say they suspect the elder 
Gurlitt may have acquired 
pictures taken from Jews 
by the Nazis — and that 
this may lead to restitu¬ 
tion claims by the original 
owners or their heirs. 

Gurlitt said everybody 
needs something to love. 
“And I loved nothing more

Do you watch pornography? 
Shy? Won’t admit it? 

That’s the problem, say 
Western University research¬ 
ers in London, Ont. Lots of 
people use porn but too few 
people admit it. 

So they have made an 
unusual appeal. They want 
people to talk frankly — but 
anonymously — about their 
porn preferences to help a 
historic study into its effect 
on relationships. 


“We know that a lot of 
people are consuming por¬ 
nography, both men and 
women,” said Taylor Kohut, 
research assistant in the 
department of psychology. 
“We’ve known this for quite 
some time, although specific 
numbers are hard to pin 
down. 

“We know that some 
people think this is affect¬ 
ing their relationships in dif¬ 
ferent ways. What we don’t 
know is why or how.” 

There has been research 
into porn and sexual behav¬ 
iour for more than 40 years, 
said Kohut, but no definitive 
study during the Internet age. 

The work at Western, led 
by professors Dr. William 
Fisher and Dr. Lome Camp¬ 
bell, will be a first for the 
study of sexual health. It’s 
been awarded a government 
grant of $144,570. 

An online questionnaire is 
part of the study.

Saturday Night Live 
has joined its late night 
TV brethern in claim¬ 
ing a stake in the Rob 
Ford comedy gold mine, 
lampooning Toronto’s 
embattled mayor over his 
erratic behaviour.

China eases 
1-child policy 


Population growth.

Don’t expect a new Chinese 
baby boom, experts say, de¬ 
spite the first easing of the 
country’s strict one-child 
policy in three decades. 

Some 15 million to 20 
million Chinese parents 
will be allowed to have a 
second child after the gov¬ 
ernment announced Friday 
that couples where one 
partner has no siblings can 
have two children. 


But the easing of the 
policy is so incremental 
that demographers and 
policy-makers are not an¬ 
ticipating an influx of new¬ 
born babies at a time when 
young Chinese couples are 
already opting for smaller 
families. 

“A baby boom can be 
safely ruled out,” said Wang 
Feng, professor of sociology 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia Irvine. 

Wang noted that al¬ 
though Chinese couples 
where both parents have 
no siblings have for some 
time been allowed to have 
a second child, many have 
elected to have only one.

South Africa. Mandela 
still unable to speak 


South Africa’s former 
president, Nelson Mandela, 
remains “quite ill” and un¬ 
able to speak because of 
tubes that are keeping his 
lungs clear of fluid, though 
he is relaxed, his former wife 
told a South African news¬ 
paper. 

“He is 95 years old and 
it is difficult for him, be¬ 
cause of all the tubes that 
are in his mouth to clear the 
lungs, and prevent an infec¬ 
tion recurring,” said Winnie 
Madilcizela-Mandela. Because 
of those tubes, she said, he 
communicates through his 
face. 

“But the doctors have told 
us they hope he will be able 
to recover his voice,” she 
said, adding that he is being 


treated by 22 doctors at his 
home. 

Mandela’s former wife 
shot down reports that the 
former anti-apartheid leader 
and Nobel Peace Prize winner 
was on life support. 

“I have heard this non¬ 
sense that he is on life sup¬ 
port. He is not,” she told the 
newspaper. When asked if he 
was peaceful, she said, “Veiy. 
When he is very relaxed, he 
is fine,” adding that it helps 
he is at his home, an environ¬ 
ment that he recognizes. 

Mandela has been in in¬ 
tensive medical care at his Jo¬ 
hannesburg home since Sept. 
1 after nearly three months 
in a hospital for a recurring 
lung infection.

NYC. Interracial couple a 
first in American politics 


Another milestone is passing 
in America’s racial journey: 
The next mayor of New York 
City is a white man with a 
black wife. 

Even in a nation with a 
biracial president, where 
interracial marriage is more 
accepted than ever, Bill de 
Blasio’s marriage to Chirlane 
McCray is remarkable: He is 
apparently the first white pol¬ 
itician in U.S. history elected 
to a major office with a black 
spouse by his side. 

De Blasio is preparing to 
take office on Jan. 1, with Mc¬ 
Cray playing a major role in 
his administration. 

In July, a Gallup poll found 
that 87 per cent of Americans 
approved of interracial mar¬ 
riage — the highest rate ever 
— compared with 4 per cent 
in 1958. In 2010, more than 15 
per cent of all new marriages 
were interracial, according to 
the Pew Research Center. 



Yet statistics also indicate 
why de Blasio and McCray are 
such a rarity. The Gallup poll 
showed that white men are 
the least likely to marry out¬ 
side of their race.

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Canadians not cutting TV cord, yet 


Slow. Rumours of the 
death of cable have been 
greatly exaggerated, 
with just 3-5% of 
subscribers cancelling 
service since 2011 


Watching television on the 
Internet is cheap and conven¬ 
ient, but so far only a small 


number of Canadians have 
cut the cord on traditional 
viewing as TV providers of¬ 
fer discount prices and spend 
more on programs to keep 
customers who pay bigger 
monthly bills. 

The death of traditional 
TV watching has been over¬ 
blown so far, say analysts 
who track viewing habits. 

“The truth of the matter is 
the revolution hasn’t come,” 
said Brahm Eiley of the Con¬ 


vergence Consulting Group 
in Toronto. 

It’s slow moving, with 
about 400,000 TV subscribers 
— 3.5 per cent — out of 11.8 
million who have cut the cord 
since 2011, Eiley said, adding 
cord cutting started after the 
arrival of online subscription 
service Netflix in late 2010. 

“TV is not dead,” Eiley 
said. 

Canadians watch about 
28 hours of TV a week and 


another three hours on the 
Internet, according to the 
Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications 
Commission. 

But the movement to on¬ 
line viewing can’t be ignored 
because it has a cost for TV 
providers. The average rev¬ 
enue that a TV customer gen¬ 
erates is $65 monthly, com¬ 
pared with almost $45 for an 
Internet customer, Eiley said.

Catching Canada’s Bass 



12 Years A Slave. 

Descendants of the 
real-life Samuel Bass 
learn of their ancestor 


A Canadian connection to the 
harrowing film 12 Years a Slave 
has the real-life descendants 
of one courageous character 
beaming with pride. 

The unflinching big screen 
account of slaveiy in the Deep 
South — already considered a 
frontrunner for awards season 
gloiy — is based on the true 
stoiy of Solomon Northup, a 
free black man lured from his 
home in Saratoga Springs, N.Y., 
in 1841 and sold into slaveiy. 

Played in the film by Chi- 
wetel Ejiofor, Northup ends 
up forced to toil on a series of 
punishing Louisiana planta¬ 
tions where he’s stripped of his 
papers, freedom and even his 
name. 


His torment ends only after 
a chance encounter with an en¬ 
lightened Canadian carpenter, 
Samuel Bass, played by Brad 
Pitt, who agrees to help him 
contact friends who can vouch 
for his identity. 

Pitt’s character is based on 
a real-life figure from Ontario’s 
Augusta Township, and 160 
years later, his descendants 
say they are amazed to learn 
of their forefather’s brave re¬ 
sponse to a man in need. 

“The movie is about Solo¬ 
mon Northup, right? But we 
would never have heard of him, 
I guess, if he hadn’t met my 
great great great great grand¬ 
father,” says 50-year-old Ken- 
ora, Ont., resident Laurie Mor¬ 
ris, whose mother is descended 
from Bass’s second daughter 
Hannah. “For the Canadian 
side of things, it shows we’re 
good people. I just imagine be¬ 
ing down there and being the 
only Canadian with an opinion 
like that.” 


Morris and other descend¬ 
ants say they are only now 
discovering details about Bass, 
who left Canada sometime 
around 1840 and took on a ser¬ 
ies of carpentry jobs through¬ 
out the United States. 

It turns out that other as¬ 
pects of his life were not so hon¬ 
ourable — census records show 
he left behind a wife, Catherine 
Lydia Lane, and four daughters: 
Catherine, Hannah, Martha 
Maria and Zeruah Bass, says

Vanilla-infused Fruity Creme 
Brulee makes for light ending 



Want a treat after a hearty din¬ 
ner that isn’t too heavy? This 
creme brulee with its surpris¬ 
ing fruit finish is the prefect 
choice. 

1. Divide berries evenly in bot¬ 
tom of four, oven safe (4 oz/118 
ml) ramekins. 

2. Spoon 1/3 cup (75 ml) yo¬ 
gurt into each ramekin, over 
top of berries. 

3. Sprinkle yogurt in each 
ramekin with 1 tbsp (15 ml) 
sugar. 


Ingredients 


• 6 tbsp (90 ml) fresh berries 
(such as raspberries, blueber¬ 
ries or sliced strawberries) 

• l l /3 cups (325 ml) Yoplait
